AN ACT to change the name of Charleston, in Jackson ·county. 
Be it enooted by the Council and House of Represefl,tatives of the Territory 

of 1000a. 

'SECTION 1. Name of Charleston changed to Sabula. That the name of the 
town of Charleston, in the county of Jackson, be changed to that of Sabula. • 

SEC. 2. In force from. passage. That this act shall take eifect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 73. 

ROAD IN JACKSON. 

AN ACT to authorize the County Commissioners of Jackson county to· establlsh the 
survey of a road in said county. 

Be it enacted by tke Council and House of Representatives of tke Territory 
. of 1010&. 

SECTION 1. Part of road from Belleview to SpringAeld established. That 
the county commissioners of Jackson county be, and they are hereby author­
ized to establish and order to be opened, that part of the surveyed road lead­
in~ from Belleview to Springfi£'ld, which lies between the third mile post from 
Belleview and the twenty-second mile post, any law to the contrary notwith­
standing. 

SEC. 2. In force from passage. This act shall take etYect and be in force 
from and after its passagt>.

LE~ COUNTY. 

AN ACT to authorize the clerk of the District Court for the County of Lee, to tran­
scribe the Records of said Court. 

Be it etaooted by the Council and House of Representatives of tke Territory 
of 1011JG. 

SECTION .1. Joel O. Walker, to transcribe records. That Joel C. Walker. 
clerk of the district court for the county of Lee. is hereby authorized so soon 
as suitable books are furnished by the United States, to transcribe all of the 
records of said court which are not in safe and well bound record books, all 
of such transcribing shall be first certified by the judge of the district court 
for said county, that the old records are not fit for preservation, and that in 
his opinion they ought to be transcribed, also to refile, number and arrange 
aU the papers in said office and p:r;.epare a general index to the same, for which 
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
